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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


I am pleased to announce that the Office of State Treasurer has established 
a bond incentive program, which is a new addition to the Missouri Deposits for 
Missouri Projects administered by this office. 

The purpose of the bond incentive program is to encourage banks in Missouri 
to invest in revenue bonds issued by counties or municipalities or by the newly- 
authorized industrial development authorities. Details on this investment oppor- 
tunity have been furnished to officers of all banks in the state. 

Guidelines for the program also include bank purchases of bonds issued by 
the Missouri Housing Development Commission, Missouri Environmental Im- 
provement Authority, Missouri Board of Public Buildings or other Missouri re- 
venue bonds deemed eligible by the State Treasurer. Only those bonds purchased 
after January 1, 1979, are eligible for inclusion in the program. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has upheld a state law to permit counties 
or municipalities to create industrial development authorities with the power to 
issue revenue bonds without a vote of the people. A number of local governing 
bodies throughout the state now have under consideration petitions calling for 
the establishment of county or municipal industrial development authorities. 

The establishment of these authorities will enable the State of Missouri to be 
competitive in industrial development with the other 95 percent of the states in 
the nation which have laws permitting similar authorities. 

Robert Holden, a member of my staff, will direct the operation of the bond 
incentive program—and will be pleased to furnish additional information on its 
operation.
